hath eſtabliſhed ther Philevy and Eraſtianiſm over the Church, and exer-

manitc lily rejefted God, His Service and Reformation, ag a Slavery, 
as they themſelves call it in their publick Papers, (* eſpecially, in gheſe 
Jaſt Letrers to the King, and Duke of Laxderdale ) dilclairhing their Co- 
venant with God, and Blaſphemouſly nating it to be burnt by the Hand 
ot a Hangmah, governed contrary to all right Laws, Divine and Hu- 
mane, exerciſed ſuch Tyranny, and Arbitrary Governmetr, oppreſt men 
in their. Conſciences and Civil Rights, uſed free Subje&s ( Chriſtian and 
Reaſonable Men ) with leſs Diſcretion and Juſtice than their Beaſts; and 
ſo not only fruitrate the great end of Government, ( which'is, that men 
may live Godly, Holily, and Peaceably under them, and might be main- 
rained in their Rights and Liberties from injury and wrong } but hath 
alſo walked contrary toit ; So that it can no more be cafled s Govern- 
ment, but a lyfiful Rage, exerciled with as little right Reaſon, and with 
more cruely than in Beaſts, and they themſelves can be no more called 
Governours, but publick' Graſſators, and publick Judgments, which all 
Men ought as earneſtly to labour to he free of, as of Sword, Famine, 
or Peſtilence ragin$gamongſt us; and beſides, hath ſtopped ( inſtead of 
puniſhing) the courke of Law and Juſtice againſt Idolaters, 'Blaſphemers, 
Atheiſts, Murtherers, Inceſtuous and Adulterous, and other MalefaQors; 
and inſtead of rewarding the good, hath made Butcheries and Murthers 
on the Lords People, fold them as Slaves, Impriſoned, Fortaulted, Ba- 
niſhed and Fined them, upon no other account, bur for maintaining the 
Lords Right to Rule Conſciences, againſt the Ulurpations of Men, fof 
fulfilling their Vows, and repelling unjuſt Violence, 'which innocen! 
Nature allows to all ; of al which, and moe particulars, we can give 
( we ſpeak as betore God ) innumerable and ſure Inſtances : Neither can 
it be thought, that there is hope of thgir returning from theſe Couilcs, 
having ſo often ſhewed their Natures, and Enmiries againſt God, and all 
Righteouſneſs, and ſo often D-clared, and Renewed their Purpoſes and 
Promiſes of perſevering in theſe Courſes. And, ſuppoſe ' they ſhould 
diſſemble a Repentance of theſe Evils, and profeſs to return to better 
Courſes, being put to Straits, or for their own Ends, ( for upon no other 
account can we reaſonably expect it 3.) and though it might be thought, 
that there might be Pardon for what is done, ( which wecannot yer { 
to be, without the violation of the Law of God, and a great culltices 
on the Land, frum which guiltineſs the Land can never be free, but by 
executing of Gods righteous Judgments upon them, for omirting of fo great- 
ly deſerved, and fo neceflarily requiſite a Juſtice;,) yer they cannot. be 
believed, after they have violated all Tyes that Human Wiſdom can deviſe 
to bind Men; and befide,there will be Gacchin of Folly found, tv think 
to bind a King that pretends to abſolutenels ; and our Fathers, or rather 
our Selves, at firit judged it not warrantable to receive Him, without 
conſenting to, and twearing of the Covenant : And if fo, the renounci 
and diſclaiming thereof, we ought at preſent to judge. to be a juſt an 
reaſonable ground of rejefting Him upon theſe grounds, being aſſured 
of God; »pprobation, and Mens, whol- Hearts are not utterly byaſled, 
and their Conſciences altogether corrupted, and knowing alu;ecily, that 
L the 
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the upholding of ſuch, is to uphold Men, to bear down Chriſts King: 
dow, and to uphold Satans, and the depriving of Men of right Govern-' 
ment, and good Governours, to the _ Religion, and undoing 
of Humane Society. Wethen ſeeing the immumerable Sins and Snares, 
that Ire in; giving Obedienceto their Atts3 ontheother hand, ſeeing, if 
we ſhall acknowledge their Authority, and refuſe Obedience to their ſin- 
ful Commands, the endleſs Miſeries that will follow, and fiding with God 
(whowe will accept and help us to a liberation from their Tyranny 
againſt his ſtated and declared Enemies 3 do reject that King, and th 
Aſſociate with Him,from r99 2 ans Rulers, becauſe ſtanding in the way of 
our Right, free and peaceable ſerving of God, propagating His King- 
dom and Reformation, and overthrowing Satans Ki dom, a Ing to 
our Covevant;z And Declares them henceforth to be no Jawful Rulers, 
a$ they have Declared us to beno lawful [9 2:whlr ap a ground far leſs 
warrantable, as Men unbyaſſed may fee 3 and that after this, we neither 
owe, nor ſhall yield any willing Obedience tothem, but ſhall rather ſuf- 
fer the outmoſt of their Cruelties and Injuſtice, until God ſhall plead 
our Cauſe, and that upon theſe Accounts; becauſe, they have altered 
.and deſtroyed the Lords eſtabliſhed Religion, overturned the funda 
mental and eſtabliſh'd Laws of the Kingcom, taken alt away 
Chriſts Church and Government, and cha the Civil Government 
of this Land ( which was by King and free Parliaments) into Tyranny, 
where none are aſſociate to artakers, of the Government, but only 
thoſe who will be found by Jultice to begyilty of Criminals, and all o- 
thers excluded; even thoſe, who by the Laws of the Land by Birth 
had a right to, and a ſhare in that Governmant , and that only, be- 
cauſe not of the ſame guiltineſs and miſchievous Purpoſes with them- 
ſelves: And alſo, all free Eleftions of Commiſſioners for Parliaments,and 
Officers for Government, are made void by their makiog thofe the Qua- 
Iifications of admiſſion to theſe Ptaces, which by the Word of God, and 
the Laws of this Land, were the cauſe of thzir excluſton before, ſo that 
none can look uponus, or judge us bound in Alledgiance, to them, unleſs 
they ſay alſo we are bound in Alledgiance to' Divels, they being tns 
Vicegerents, and n6t Gods. 


V, Wethen being made free, by God and their own doings, He giving 
the Law, and they giving the tranſgreſlion of that Law, which 1s the 
cauſe that we are looſed nowfrom all Obligations, both Divine and Ci- 
vil to. them, 'and knowing that no Society of Men that hath corruption 
in them ( which always is ready to beget diſorders, and do injuries, 
. unleſs reſtrained and puniſhed by Laws and Government ) can be with- 
out Laws and Goverment, and withal, deſiring to be governed in the 
beſt way that is Jeaſt lyable to Inconveniencies and Tyranny , We do 
Declare, that we ſhall ſet up over our ſelves, and over all that God ſhall 
give us Power, Government, and Governours, according to the Word 
of God, and eſpecially according to that WordExod, 18. ». 21. More- 
over, thou ſhalt provide out of all the People, able Men, ſuch as fear God, 
men of Trath, hating Covetouſneſs z and that we ſhall no more commit the 


Government of our ſelves, and the making of Laws for us, to any one 
| tinvle 
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ſingle Perſon, andlineal Succeſſor, we not being tyed as the Jews were; 
by God, to one Family, Government not being an Inheritance, but arj 
Office, which muſt be ſquared, not to the Interelt and Luſt of a Man, but 
to_the good of the Common-wealth, and this kind of Goyernment by 
a (iogle Perſon, &c. being moſt liable to Inconveniencies, (as fad and 
long experience may now teach us,) and apteſt to degenerate into Ty- 
egy Moreover, we Declare, that theſe Men whom we (hall ſet over 
us, ſhall be engaged to Govern us principally by that Civil, or Judicial 
Law, given by God to His People of iſrael, eſpecially in matters of Life 
and Death, and in all other things alſo, ſo far as they teach; except on- 
ly that Law, (or, anent Slaves.) which does not agree with that Chriſti- 
an Liberty bliſhed in all Chriſtendom, (only violated by our Ty- 
rants, and ſome others of late,) and that ot Divorces and /oligamy 5 
the one being not a Law, but a Permiſſion granted, upon the account 
of the hardnels of their Hearts, the other being a ſintul cuſtors;*contrair 
cothe firſt laſtirution of Marriage, crept into the Church : We know 
that-Men of Malignant and Perverſe Spirits; that has not a higher God 
than a wicked King, which ſuits only with their luſttul licentiouſne, 
and it may be others with them that ſeemed to be of better Principles, will 
raiſe an ignorant clamour upon this, that it is a Fifrh-Monarchy, and we 


Fifth-Monarchy-Men, and will labour to amule the People with ſtraog 


terms, and put odious names on good things. to make them hateful, as. 
their way is3 but if this be their Fiftth-Monarchy, we both are, and ought 


. to be ſuch, and that according to His Word. 


VI. It being the work of the Miniſters of the Goſpel, to preach, pro- 
pagare, and defend the Kingdom of God, and to prelerye the Dottrine, 

orſtip, Diſcipline, Government, Liberties and Priyiledges of the ſame 
from a]l corruptions and incroachments of Rulers, and all others. 
ſceing, that the Miniſters of the Church of Scotland, (at leaſt the great- 
eſt part of them before) not only were defettive in Preaching, and reſi 
fying agamilt it:e Atts oftheſe Rulers, for overthrowing Religion and Re- 

rmation, abjuring our Coyenant made with God, eſtabliſhing a Go- 
yernment in the Church, which that King calls His own Goyernment, (and 
fo not Go1s) contrair to our Coyenant 3 Againſt inatting of that blak 
phemaus (lv Calvin calls.that Supremacy of Hezry the Eighth , upon 
which this Prerogative is founded, and from which it is derived, and is 
no l<(s, if not more injurious to Chriſt, and inſlaying to his Church) and @- 


 crilegious Prerogative given to a King over the Church of God, and 


againſt the other Ads and Incroachments of His Church, and hindered 
others alſo who were willing, and would haye teſtified againſt rhem, and 
cenſured ſome thar did it,(for which, together with the other Cauſes intheir 
truſt and adminiſtration, we may fay, God hath left them to do. worſe 
thingsz) but allo hath yoted in that Meeting, ( which they are pleaſed 
to call. an Aſſembly of Miniſters, but how j Yo let Men judge) an ac- 
ceptation of that arty , founded upon, and given by vertue of that 


blaſphemouſly arrogated and aſurped Power; and hath appeared before 


their Courts to accept of that Liberty, and to be enaQted and authorized 
there as Miniſters, and ſo hath willingly (for this is an elicit af of the 
Will, and not an A& of Force and Conſtraint) tranſlated the Power of 
fending out, ordering, cenfuring, (tor asthey accept of their Liberty fron 
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them, ſo they ſubmit to their Cenſures and Reſtraints, at leaſtall of them 

who were yet tried with it, and others of them appeared and acknow- 

ledged before their Courts, that they would not have done thefe thing! 

tharthey were charged with, it they had thought it would have offenc 

them) Miniſters departing from the Court ot Chriſt, -and ſubjettion rg 
the Miniltry, to the Courts of Men, and ſubjetion to the Magiſtrate, 

(which had been impious and injurious to Chriſt and His Church, though 
they had been righteous and lawful Rulers) and by their changing of 

Courts, (according to Common Law) hath changed their Maſters, and 
of the Miniſters of Chriſt are become the Miniſters of Men, and bound 

to anſwer to them as oft as they will; and as by the acceptation of this 
Liberty in ſuch manner, they have tranſlated the Power, fo they have 
yu up and utterly quit the Government, and a ſucceffion of a Pref- 
yterian Miniſtry ; for as theſe were not granted them of their Maſters, 
lo they exerciſe their Miniſtry without them, and fo by this, as the Ec. 
cleſiaſtick- Government is ſwallowed up in the Civil, (if the reſt had fol- 
towed them ) the Miniſtry ſhould have alſo been exrin&t with themſelves, 
and the wh.zte Werk of Reformation had been buried in Oblivion, not 
ſo much as the remembrance of it kept up : Theſe, together with the 
other of their Commiſſions in Preaching , the lawfulneſs of payiig that 
Tribute <eclared to be impoſed for the bearing down of the true Wor- 
ſhip of God, (which they falſly termed Seditioss Conventicles) and their 
advifing theſe poor Priſonners to ſubſcribe the Bond, and confequently 
could not but fo adviſe all others, if put to it, (tor the hazard that Men . 

were in, will not make a real change of the Morality of that Aﬀion) and 

beſide, the reſt may be put to it ypon the ſame hazard , and fo if the 

one ſhould adviſe, ( which conſequently they muſt do.) and the other 

ſhould ſubſcribe, this would altogether cloſe that door which the Lord 
hath made uſe of in all the Churches of Exrope, for calting off the Yoke of 

the Whore, and reſtoring the truth and purity of Religion and Reformi- 

tion, and freedom of the Churches, and ſhould have fropped all ingreſs 

for Men, when once brought under Tyranny, to recover their Liberty 

again. Theſe Miniſters then, not being followers of Chriſt, who before 

Pontins Pilite, gave a good Conftefhion, which was, that he was a King, 

and no King, if he have not power to order his Houſe and Subjedts, and 

they not following him, nor his Miniſters, if not aflerting and maintain- 

ing of this his Kingly Power, againſt all Incroachers and Uſurpers of it ; 

and beſides, we being commanded, If any Brother walk diſorderly, from 

ſuch to withdraw; and although in the capacity we now are in, we nei- 
ther have, nor aſſumes to 'our ſelves Authority to give our definite and 

authoratative ſentences of Depoſition and Supenſion againſt theſe Mini- 

ſters;' yet we declare, which 1s proper for us to do, that we neither can, 

-nor will hear Preaching, nor receive Sacraments from theſe Miniſters that 
hathaccepted of, and voted tor that Liberty ; and declares all who have 

encouraged and ſtrengthened their Hands, by hearing and pleading tor 

thern, ali thoſe who have traftiqued for an union with them, withaur their 

renouncing and repenting of theſe thimgs, all thoſe that do nor teſtifie 

f.ichfully agaipſt them, and after do not deport themſelves ſuitably to 
t}1cir teſttmonies, and all who joyn not in publick with their 6

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A PROCLAMATION 


Declaring Mr. Richard Cameron, and others, Rebels and Traitors, 


HARLES, by the Grace of God , King of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, To 
Our Lyon King at Arms, and his Brethren, Heraulds,Macers, Purſevants and Meſſengers at Arms, our Sheriffs in that 

part, conjunaly, and leverally, ſpecially conſtitute, Greeting : Foraſmuch, as Mr. Richerd Cameron, Cameron his

Know it will be acceptable to You to know how it fares with us: 
and therefore till the next, (the Poſt being now goins,) pray 
accept this haſty account : We have been in great Ditlicultics at 
a; Infomuch, that though we ſerve the beſt of Maſters, we begin 
wiſh there were no ſuch thing as Popery in the world, or that all 
lan-kind would come into it; tor we you know have no ſuch Zeal 
x any thing as our own caſe, and do complain more then ever to be 
has cofTed about ; And it 15 with admiration, that we behold the 
reat SPIrit of our Maſter ſtooping to this courſe uſage. On Monday 
he 25th, we arrivd at Fife, and were conducted to my Lord Chan- 
or s Houſe at Leſley by all the well-aftefted Nobility and Gentry 
har could be drawn together from all parts; But to deal truly with 
ou, i hey, together with His Majeſties Guards, made not a Body 
above 10» tlorſe, at which his Highneſs did ſomething wonder; 
he Country of Fife being the beſt and moſt populous part of Scotland 
Yeſterday their Highneſles and T rain having been ſplendidly en- 
xrtain d by my Lord ( hancellor, went on Board their Yatches, and 
mivd at Leith in the dusk of the evening, by which the Glory of 
urEntry here was much eclipſed : But we found it was fo order'd 
y the Politick Managers, becauſe the Show was all of our own ma- 
ng; for we had not a Reception to our expeftation, being only 
omplemented by the Militia of Lerth, and this City, which were

Feat averſion ; But that is not all, for we found an unlucky rumour
